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. diffioulty ocould dbe reached onlythrough the exercise of the police
power.The City may so far es the pubdlio necessities require regulate ad
snd provide by ordinance for private drains and sewers,but it should
not under its police power invade o2 impair private rights,unless the

pudlic welfare and safety demands it and where regulation is neccessery
in oxder to prevent o nuisance,the power should be reascnadly exeroclsed

and private 2ights not de Ampaired furthoer than the circunstances

require.

. =28Nce,dut exempts from punisimedtithe .oWnesr or ocooupants of the prem-
-ises whare the water accumulstes throvgk no fault or neglect of his
own.
